Service; Leon Geil, County Engineer; Peter Burling of the Counseling Center 
(formerly Mental Health Clinic); Jay Boulanger from Orion House; Ivan 
Head from the Cooperative Extension Service; Bernard Mucci of the 
Rehabilitation Center; and Mrs. Spearman of the Newport Home Health 
Agency. 


Due to the lateness of the hour, Mr. Mahoney thanked the group for 


presenting their budgets, and it was suggested that a public hearing be held 
sometime in February and the meeting was adjourned.

Mahoney/ Desnoyer moved that the County Commissioners send 
out a facsimile of the prepared form to all presently qualified non-member 
employees to determine whether they wish to participate in the New 
Hampshire Retirement System or not and that they enroll those desiring 
membership not later than July 1, 1976. All signed forms to be placed on file 
for inspection at any time, now or inthe future. Upon return of the card to the 
Commissioners, the line at the bottom left should be filled in with the 
employees’ original date of employment. 


Reps. Mahoney/Desnoyer moved that the County Commissioners 
comply with the New Hampshire Retirement System laws by enrolling all 
qualified new employees as members of the New Hampshire Retirement 
system. 

Motion carried unanimously. 

Mahoney/Barrus moved that the County Commissioners review 
RSA 100-A: XVII, and arrange for and comply with such statute in regard to 
any eligible employee-member of the New Hampshire Retirement System 
who receives any compensation in other than money.

Mahoney/Desnoyer moved that the County Commissioners be 
empowered, in mutual agreement with Omer and Rosa Ahern, to buy back 
retirement benefits in the New Hampshire Retirement System for the above 
mentioned Aherns, to July 1, 1961, and that such agreement in total be in 
writing and signed by all concerned and that the agreement be placed on file 
with the non-member cards mentioned in motion 1.

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REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 
December 31, 1976 


In accordance with the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, I 
hereby submit my report as County Attorney, for the year 1976. 


As my sixth year in office draws to a close I am, again, disappointed that I 
am unable to inform the citizens of Sullivan County that there has been a 
decrease in criminal activity during the year 1976. 


In a report compiled by a student from one of the colleges in New 
Hampshire, gathered from information furnished by several County 
Attorneys throughout the state, it appears that my office prosecuted as many 
felony cases and very nearly as many midemeanor appeals as did the County 
Attorney’s office in Cheshire County. 


It also appears from information furnished by juvenile authorities that 
approximately seventy-five percent of the criminal activity in Claremont and 
Newport involves juveniles. This group is protected by the present 18 year age 
limit provision which I feel should be lowered to at least 17 years and possibly 
to 16 years of age. 


It is ridiculous that a person is clothed with the protection afforded a 
juvenile until the day he or she is 18 years of age and at the stroke of midnight 
on their 18th birthday they are then able to vote, drink and be considered, per 
se, adults. 


It would seem that an individual should be held accountable for his or her 
acts for at least a year before they are able to participate in the running of our 
government. To step from the cradle to adulthood overnight is too much of a 
step for this group. 


One is able to enlist in the military service at the age of 17 years and it 
would seem if the military is of the opinion a 17 year old has the mental 
capacity to perform as an adult that those of us in the civilian world could 
adjust to the idea this age group should be held accountable for their actions. 
As it is now some members of this age group engage in criminal activity 
knowing full well that should they be caught there is nothing they have to fear 
other than a slap on the wrist as such is about all the courts are allowed to do, 
presently. 


Contrary to the beliefs of the so-called, liberal element of our society, 
whose membership consists of those who would do away with prisons 
entirely, until penalties are more severe for those caught in criminal activities 
there will not be a decrease in criminal activity. Why should the criminally 
inclined be deterred from his career of crime when he or she has been to court 
two and three times only to get probation each time? I have seen 
recommendations as to probation with less than full restitution because if full 
restitution were ordered for the victim it would be an “economical hardship” 
on the criminal. What of the “hardship” on the victim? Has our society 
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degenerated to the point our system of justice is so concerned over the rights 
and welfare of the criminal that we have lost sight of the fact those of us who 
are not criminals also have “rights”. 


It is impossible for me to believe our forefathers, when they drafted the 
Bill of Rights, ever intended, or thought for one moment, there would be such 
liberal interpretations of what they intended when that instrument was 
drafted nearly two hundred years ago. 


I do not advocate, nor would I tolerate, unhuman or abusive treatment of 
prisoners, neither do I feel they should be treated as guests at a resort area and 
allowed to partake in the decisions as to the running of a prison facility. These 
people are there because they have violated one of our laws, but the trend 
seems to be to treat them as though we have done them a wrong and they are 
the victims of the crime. There are those persons connected with the court 
system who, in my opinion, are far more concerned with the welfare of the 
criminal than they are the welfare of the victim of the crimes. Until this 
condescending attitude towards the criminal is reversed, criminal activity will 
not decrease in this or any other county.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


It is a pleasure to submit our annual report for the year ending December 
31, 1976. It was a year of continuous effort to improve the facility to meet state 
and federal standards. Handrails, an automatic electrical generator, and a 
nurses’ call system were installed and other improvements were made - all 
essential to meet state and federal requirements to qualify the nursing home to 
receive state and federal funds. 


We have been operating at full capacity with a very long waiting list and 
we are once again in the position that a person waiting for admission must be 
on the waiting list for over a year before he can be admitted. It is almost 
impossible to provide rehabilitation when a person requiring therapy must 
wait so long. The nursing staff under the direction of Mrs. Lucile Waldo, 
R.N., Director of Nursing Services, continues to provide outstanding nursing 
care. Inflationary costs have continued to rise in items suchas fuel, electricity, 
telephone, food, labor, etc. necessitating an increase in our rates to the 
residents. 


On July Sth we celebrated, at the institution, the 149th Anniversary of the 
Founding of Sullivan County as well as the 200th Birthday of our country asa 
nation. It was the highlight of our year’s activities. A birch tree and a lilac 
bush were planted, a bronze plaque was installed in front of the Stearns 
Building, and a mill stone given by Clifford Stone of Unity was erected to 
provide a base for a County Home sign. Congressman Cleveland of New 
London was the main speaker for this occasion and he presented to the 
County Home a Bicentennial Flag and Certificate and an American Flag. 


Plans for a new correctional facility have been drawn by architects Fleck 
and Lewis. It will be located at the County Home, and bids are expected to go 
out early in 1977. 


Farm operations are improving, dairy herd production is up, and this 
past year surplus dairy heifers were consigned to an auction and sold to 
increase our farm income. 


Each year the institution comes under greater federal controls and 
influence and it seems that no area is left untouched by these regulations. The 
Safe Drinking Water and Solid Waste Disposal Acts are the most recent. 
While we continue to strive to keep expenses down Federal Laws regulating 
Administrators, Nursing Services, Accounting Department, Life Safety 
Code, Meat Supply, Liquid Waste, Air Pollution, Pesticide Spraying, Farm 
Solid Waste, etc. are raising them. This results in higher institutional 
operational costs requiring additional taxes on the local taxpayer. 

At this time we wish to express our thanks to former Commissioner, 
Glenn Bascom for his assistance during his years of service and we want to 
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thank our Commissioners, Mr. Woodhull and Mr Nahil, for their continued 
support and cooperation. We welcome Dana Olden, our new Commissioner, 
and we look forward to his helpful counsel. 


As in past years organizations, groups, and individuals have been most 
generous in providing gifts, entertainment, etc. to the residents and we want 
to express our thanks and appreciation to them. We appreciate the support of 
our County Officials, the spiritual guidance rendered to the residents by our 
Chaplains and other members of the Clergy, and our volunteers who have 
given so much of themselves. 


In closing we want to express our thanks to our county physicians, Dr. 
Miyara and Dr. Russo, to Mrs. Waldo, our Director of Nursing Services and 
her staff for their continuous outstanding service, and to all our personnel for 
their cooperation and loyalty.
